W a s h in g to n , December 21st.—The die- 
graceful ecene in the House of Representa­ 
tives this afternoon is the absorbing topic of 
town talk to-night, and conjecture is rife as 
to what will be its consequences to-morrow. 
It is agreed on all hands that the two prin­ 
ciples in this most unseemly affair must be 
subjected to the same discipline of a public 
reprimand by the Speaker of the House, aud 
compelled to apologize for their grossly un­ 
parliamentary 
language and conduct, on 
penalty of expulsion in 
caso of refusal. 
The 
excitement 
in 
the 
hall 
during 
the 
progress 
of 
the 
altercation 
and 
for some minutes 
after its 
termination 
was intense 
almost 
beyond 
description. 
When Sparks roared out “ You are a scoun­ 
drel and a villain,” in response to Weaver’s 
epithet of “ liar,” Weaver rapidly walked 
towards him, stripping oif his coat as he pro­ 
ceeded, and Sparks, after clutching a chair 
for a moment as if to raise it for a weapon, 
commenced to take off his coat also, and 
moved towards his approaching adversary. 
Numbers of their respective friends hastened 
to seize and hold them back, but Jones of 
Texas, a Greenback sympathizer with W ea­ 
ver, had meanwhile jumped over his desk 
and exclaimed, “ If there is going to be a 
tight, I ’m in it.” Mills of Texas was ob­ 
served to uluoge his hand into a hip pocket, 
as if to draw a pistol. 
Members gathered 
hastily to the point from all parts of the 
House, and amid cries of “ Order, Order,” 
“ Sergeant-at-Arms ” and all kiud3 of undis- 
tinguishable utterances, the confusion mo­ 
mentarily increased, and it actually looked 
as if a free fight were imminent. 
Speaker 
Randall, very properly disregarding the fact 
that 
the House 
was in 
Committee of

W hole, 
and 
that no 
motion 
to

had yet been 
made, 
hastened to 
the chair, 
displaced the 
mild mannered 
Chairman who was ineffectually trying to 
quell the tumult, and sternly pounding with 
h:’s gavel commanded order, and directed the 
Sergeant at-Arms to enforce it. 
This com­ 
mand proved effective, and the parliamentary 
forms of coming out of Committee of the 
Whole were then promptly gone through 
with, and the House immediately adjourned 
until to-morrow. 
It is proper to add that the 
sympathy of the House and the current of 
popular feeling are mainly with Weaver as 
against Sparks, for the latter manifestly pro­ 
voked the violent issue and egged Weaver 
into an outburst veiy unnecessarily.

Whole on the funding bill, ant! voted down all a t­ 
tem pts of Wood to lim it the debate. 
Gillette took the floor in opposition to the bill, 
which he declared to he in the interests of bankers, 
and which should he entitled “ a bill to prevent the 
paym ent of the public debt.” 
lie opposed it be­ 
cause it conflicted with the free institutions of the 
country, and was in the interest of the few at the 
expense of the many. 
After speaking half an hour Gillette yielded the 
rem ainder of his tim e to Weaver, who, however, 
expressed a desire to postpone his speech to some 
future day. 
Mills moved th at the committee rise, and F. Wood 
moved th at the bill be read by sections, inasm uch 
as there w as no person who desired to speak upon it 
Mills, in a som ewhat excited m auncr, hoped the 
gentlem an would not force the bill now.

Democratic party. 
The Republicans m ight, by

A bill has been introduced to Congress 
providing that Presidents and Vice-Presi­ 
dents shall make oath, upon taking office, 
th at they have employed no corrupt means 
in the preceding canvass, and pledging 
themselves not to sanction any campaign 
assessments upon the employes of the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
W e doubt very much if oathB of 
this character would be of any force or 
value. 
Official oaths have been generally 
inefficient, as was shown very clearly in 
the Bradlangh case recently. 
Every mem­ 
ber of Parliament in England must make 
oath to his belief in the Christian religion, 
but daring the discussions on that case it 
was demonstrated that about two-th:rd3 of 
the members were no more believers in 
th at creed than Bradlaugh himself. 
They 
bad, however, taken the oath as a mere 
m atter of form, and in the same way the 
U niversity test oaths used to be taken by 
hundreds who did not believe as they swore 
they believed. 
Such tests, in fact, are 
only likely to be regarded seriously by 
precisely those persons who could be trusted 
w ithout oaths. 
Men who do not shrink 
from the employment of corrupt agencies 
in politics are not at all likely to shrink 
from the acceptance of any oath that may 
be demanded of them. They would regard 
it as a meaningless formality, and would 
subscribe to it without the least purpose of 
being bound by ii. 
I t is not by such 
methods that purity in office ran be ob­ 
tained, or th at corrupt practices can be 
abolished. 
If the condition of politics is 
such th at unscrupulous men can secure 
high offices, it must be expected that they 
will act after their kind, and any attem pt 
to restrain them by administering p!cd %esf>r 
oaths whose solemnity and binding force 
they do not recogniz q m ust be futile. 
A l1 
such devices are in the line of whitewash­ 
ing sepulchres, moreover, and therefore 
t . y arc deceptive and objectionable as 
well as being useless.

THE MILITARY U S 'S OF GOAT ISLAND. 


The Secretary of 
ar has sent to Con­ 
gress a voluminous protest against the 
cession of Goat Island to the city of San 
Francisco, from the Chief of the United 
States Engineers. 
The purport of General 
W right’s argument is th at the island “ is 
“ of very great importance to the defense 
“ of the United States, a n d 'especially of 
“ the city of San Francisco; and even if 
“ the proposed Act was intended to cede it 
“ to the city for its corporate uses—which 
“ is not the fact—it would no doubt be for 
“ the best interests of the city for Congress 
“ to refu-:e such concession, since this 
“ island occupies precisely the point which 
“ is necessary to be fortified to prevent its 
“ capture or destruction by an enemy’s 
“ vessel, which, in thick weather or fog, 
“ might run past the outer batteries.” 
Sucli an argum ent as this may appeal with 
some force to Congressmen who have never 
seen San Francisco, but to those who are 
familiar with the localities it muBt appear 
preposterous in the extreme. 
The idea of 
defending San Francisco from Goat Island 
is certainly one which may lay claim to 
the merit of originality, but it is out of 
place in a grave protest addressed to the 
national legislature. 
The tru th is that 
neither the outer batteries nor any inner 
batteries which may be created on any of 
the islands of the harbor are capable of de­ 
fending San Francisco. 
If an enemy’s 
ship had run past the outer batteries, and 
placed herself between Goat Island and 
the city, the people of San Francisco would 
have little to choose between the prospect 
of bombardment by the enemy or by the 
United States batteries on the island. 
The 
latter could hardly fire at the ship without 
hitting the city ; and if one may judge 
from the character of the Federal artillery 
practice exhibited a year or two ago on the 
occasion of a certain famous sham naval 
engagement, the city would be in far 
more danger than the enemy. 
I t will 
be remembered 
that on 
the occasion 
referred to 
all 
the 
batteries aiound 
the harbor fired for several hours a t a scow 
which was anchored within easy range, 
and not a single shot struck it. 
The 
ridiculous scene was ended at last by the 
dispatch of a boat to set fire to the scow 
which ncne of the batteries could hit. 
This experiment gives a fair notion of what 
might be expected if these same artillery­ 
men were called upon to fire at a moving 
vessel, which, in its turn, was bombarding 
them. 
I t is safe to conclude from such an 
experience that an enemy’s ship would 
have no difficulty in getting past any pres­ 
ent or future batteries. But, in truth, should 
war break out with a foreign power, the 
latter would not need to run the gauntlet of 
the batteries at all to capture or destroy 
San Francisco. 
Its fleet could lie out 
at sea, several miles from 
the 
shore, 
and pitch shells into Montgomery street. 
During the present war between Chile and 
Pern effective bombardment has been done 
at a distance of eight miles, and the guns 
used on that occasion were by no means of 
the largest range procurable. 
The ad­ 
vances in artillery science and naval archi­ 
tecture have been so rapid of late years 
that the batteries of Fort Point and Alca­ 
traz are completely antiquated and obsolete 
to-day. 
There is not a second-rate iron­ 
clad belonging to any of the European 
powers which could not knock them to 
pieces in a couple of hours. 
They have no 
guas which ccuid pierce the sides of such 
v essels, and in the event of a naval attack 
they would be powerless to defend either 
the city or themselves. 


The reception accorded the bill giving the 
proceeds of public lands to education, and 
providing th at the more illiterate States 
shall have the largest share, is encourag­ 
ing. 
The speeches of several of the South- 
■ern Congressmen upon it have been very 
judicious and well considered, and it ap­ 
pears probable that the measure will be 
enacted by common consent of both par­ 
ties, or w ith so little opposition from the 
Democrats as to be insignificant. Certainly 
no better use can be made of the residue of 
the public lauds than this, and as certainly 
the nation can well afford to let the South­ 
ern States take the lion’s share of the fund. 
Those States have some excuse for their im­ 
perfect educational systems in the impov­ 
erishm ent which the rebellion entailed upon 
them. 
W ith a national fund to draw upon, 
however, there would be no further oppor­ 
tunity for this excuse, and the colored peo­ 
ple would at last be furnished with educa­ 
tional facilities untrammeled by any dis­ 
crimination. 
The education of the South­ 
ern people, whites as well as negroes, must 
be looked to if the regeneration cf that re­ 
gion is to be effected, and such a measure 
as is now proposed would enable the N a­ 
tional Government to exercise a super­ 
vision over the expenditure oí the school 
fund, which would of itself be a safeguard 
against invidious distinctions of any kind. 


TWO WRONGS TO _M AK 3 A RIGHT. 


T hat is a horrible story from Monroe 
county, Mississippi. 
Two men accepted 
the hospitality of a settler, rose in the 
night, chloroformed him, his wife and 
child, pillaged the house and then set fire 
to it, and burned the whole family to death. 
A party of citizens then pursued the crim­ 
inals, overtook one of them, forced a con­ 
fession from him, and proceeded to take 
vengeance by roastiDg him alive. 
Several 
of our contemporaries designate this as “ a 
“ fitting punishm ent.” The crime of the 
tw o ruffians was certainly atrocious, but 
w hat characterization can then be given to 
the conduct ot the twenty-fivo “ substan- 
“ tial citizens," who roasted one of the 
m urderers alive ? W hat they did was in 
fact as savage and cruel as what their vic­ 
tim had done. 
In order to punish him 
they themselves 
committed 
the 
very 
crime of which he had been guilty. 
This 
was not civilized action, but the unreason­ 
ing impulsive conduct of barbarians. 
The 
law conld and wonld have punished the 
murderers, but these lynchers were not sat­ 
isfied with legal penalties. 
So they have 
avenged the murder of the Brown family 
by becoming murderers themselves. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA RESTIVE. 


If we may judge from the tone of the 
Victoria Coloni/I, the people of British 
Columbia are chafing considerably under 
th e vexatious policy of the Dominion Gov­ 
ernm ent, and are in fact almost ready to 
secede from the 
Confederation. 
They 
w ent into it in the first place principally 
because they thought it would eocure them 
railroad communication w ith Canada, but 
they have been thus far disappointed in 
th eir expectations, and they find th at being 
governed from Ottawa is in many respects 
even less agreeable than being governed 
frrnn Downing Street. 
I t is by no means 
improbable that they may ultim ately con- 
elude that their interests lie rather with 
th e U nited States than with Canada, in 
which event the former would obtain an 
im portant naval 4tation and a territory o f ; 
verv great natural resources. 


succeed in overcoming the Boers, they 
would proceed to attack the Cape Colonists, 
and therefore it is somewhat a question of a 
“ neutral zone ” and a “ scientific frontier ” 
over again. 
The Boers are probably not 
very formidable, but for some years past 
the British reverses in the field have been 
caused rather by the inefficiency of English 
commanders than by the skill and prowess 
of the enemy. 
Sir Garnet Wolseley ap­ 
pears to be the only General in whom 
the public retain confidence, and he is al­ 
ready spoken of for the command of the 
expected South African expedition. 


THE PEARSON SUICIDE. 


C o ro n er’s In q u est—T he W id o w ’s T es­ 


tim ony—V erd ict of th e Ju ry . 


If San Francisco is to be put in a de­ 
fensible state batteries will have to be 
erected on the ocean beach, and armed 
with the heaviest long-range ordnance. 
Such a battery could be erected on or 
near the site of the present Cliff House 
w ith advantage, and while it would be 
ea3y to construct and protect fortifications 
of this kind, they would afford a sure safe­ 
guard to the city. As regards Goat Island, 
however, it is absolutely useless to the 
Government or the city, General W right 
to the contrary notwithstanding. To build 
batteries at such a point would be like 
trying to protect a glass bottle by lining 
it with wicker-work. 
The military au­ 
thorities appear resolved to prevent Goat 
Island from being utilized for commercial 
purposes—the only use to which it can 
ever be adapted—and having many years 
ago planned fortifications there, they cliDg 
to their antiquated notions as though the 
whole science of land and sea defenses had 
not been revolutionized in the meantime. 
It may be confidently alleged th at if any 
more money is expended upon the interior 
defenses of San Francisco harbor it will be 
thrown away, for that no batteries capable 
of being erected there can prevent the bom­ 
bardment of the city from the sea, or 
hinder the landing, at almost any point 
along the coast, of a force sufficient to 
capture it. 
We trust th at Congress will 
not act upon the recommendations of the 
W ar Departm ent in this matter, but that 
it will pass the bill before it. 
Goat Island 
is of no use to the nation or to the city 
of San Francisco for military purposes. 
If fortified it would only be a source of 
freshdangerto the city. I t can, however, be 
utilized for commercial purposes, and San 
Francisco ought to protest against the 
fossilized and utterly unscientific statem ents 
of the Chief of Engineers. 
I t is also time 
Congress understood th at San Francisco 
possesses no real defenses, and th at in the 
event of a war with any naval power she 
would certainly be exposed to capture or 
destruction unless the two very doubtfully 
effective monitors now in hospital at Mare 
Island were in eondition, first to make the 
perilous voyage to San Francisco, and. sec­ 
ond, to w ithstand the shock of the dis­ 
charge of their own guns. 
W hatever is 
done in the way of national defense, how­ 
ever, Goat Island ought to be given up to 
the city, to be made use of in the only way 
for which it is available. 


ANOTHER 
WAR FOR ENGLAND. 


England appears to be involved in an­ 
other African war, this time wfith the 
Transvaal Boers, who have undertaken to 
revert to their republican form of govern­ 
ment, and have nominated Paul Kruger, 
their most active political leader, to the 
Presidency. Precisely why England should 
feel bound to interfere with these Boers 
again, is however not apparent. 
The 
Transvaal business was the work of the 
Beaconsfield Government, and was de­ 
nounced by the Liberals as a piece of high­ 
handed aggression. 
The Boers it is true 
acted in such a way that it is almost im­ 
possible 
to ascertain what they really 
wanted, but presumably they expected 
England to fight their battles with the na­ 
tives, and then withdraw. As the arrange­ 
ments for a protectorate made by Sir Theo- 
pkilas Shepstone have neither suited the 
Boers themselves nor the English Liberals, 
and the latter are now in power, and 
moreover have 
their 
hands 
full al­ 
ready, it might be thought their best 
policy to let the Boers have their own way, 
and leave them to settle their own differ­ 
ences with the natives. The only objection 
to this coarse is th at if the natives should

MRS. MAMIE F. PEARSON, 
On being sworn, said : 
I resided in Sacra- 
rzento until lately. 
I knew deceased, his 
name was A rthur \V. Pearson ; we left the 
Russ House, San Francisco, and came to 
Oakland on Saturday, December ISth ; we 
took rooms at the B artlett House ; about 
5 o’clock deceased went out to get shaved, 
and returned at half-past 6, and we then 
went to d in n er: after dinner we Wont to 
the drug store opposite the houee, where 
my husband purchased the laudanum. My 
husband said he wanted 15 cents’ worth ; 
th at is all I heard. 
After the purchase I 
took his arm and we went to the room, and 
retired at S o’clock. 
He put the laudanum 
on the stand, alongside of the larger vial, 
which he left when he w ent to get shaved. 
About :2 o’clock he woke up, and said he 
was going to get up to see what time it 
was. 
He wont out into the other room 
and looked at his watch, and came back 
and told me it was 2 o’clock, and time to 
get up and dress. 
He did not say w hat we 
were to dress for. 
W e both got up, and 
he put on his overcoat. 
He took the two 
bottles in his hand and emptied the con­ 
tents of the little one into the goblet, and 
then took the other vial and emptied some 
of the contents 
into the goblet, and 
pushed it over to me and said : 


“ MAMIE, WILL YOU TAKE THIS?” 
I took the glass in my hand and drank it 
right down. 
I had an apple and took a 
bite of it, and tin n laid down on the bed. 
I did not see whether he drank his. 
In a 
few seconds he came and laid down by my 
side. 
In about ten minutes I was taken 
with cramps, and it was all I could do to 
retain the laudanum on my stomach. 
I 
got up and vomited, and he told me not 
to vomit any more, if I could help it, as it 
was the last day th at he intended to live, 
and he w anted me to go with him. 
In a 
few seconds I began to get sleepy. 
He 
a ked me if I was going to sleep. 
I said 
yes. 
He then said, “ kiss me good-bye.” 
T hat is the last I remember until I woke 
up. 
It was morning and light. 
I don’t 
know w hat time it was. 
He was breath­ 
ing then very hard. 
I shook him and 
called him two or three times, to see if he 
would answer me. 
I took my handker­ 
chief from my neck and I washed his face. 
I just rubbed it over liis face to see if I 
could arouse him.

And I got right up. 
The minute I lifted 
my head from the pillow I commenced to 
vomit again. 
W hen I washed his face 1 
reached over and dipped the handkerchief 
in the bowl. 
Jn st as soon as I got through 
vomiting I opened the door and went into 
the hall. 
I was so sick that I ha-.l to catch 
hold of the banisters to hold myself up. 
I met a gentleman at the head of the stairs. 
I asked him to please send me a doctor. 
I was so sick and dizzy that I held to the 
banisters and the side of the hall to keep 
from falling. 
The gentleman said there 
was a doctor down stairs, and he would be 
up as soon as he got dressed. 
I went back 
to the room and commenced to vomit, and 
was vomiting when the doctor came. 
The 
doctor came in a very few minutes. 
As 
soon as he came in I told him what I had 
done and my husband had done. 
I wanted 
him to leave me and try to relieve my 
husband. 
He told rr.e he couldn’t do for 
him—he was beyond hope. 
He went out 
then a few moments and came back and 
asked me it I ccnld move into another 
room and he’d see what lie ccnkl do for my 
husband. 
He gave me nothing, but a lady 
gave me soma mustard water. 
The doctor 
helped me off the bed and put a pillow on 
the lounge in another room. 
I was vomit­ 
ing a good deal, and a lady gave me a cup 
of mustard water ; th at helped me as I 
vomited freely ; I was stupid and the lady 
kept arousing me. 
I did not see my’hus­ 
band again until just before 


HE BREATHED H IS LAST. 
I can’t tell how loDg it was after I took the 
laudanum 
before I went to sleep. 
It 
seemed to me a right sm art while. 
He 
wasn’t asleep when I first dozed oft'. 
Be­ 
fore he took the laudanum he told me his 
circumstances. 
He said he was poor, out 
of money and wanted to die, and he wanted 
me to go with him. 
A t first I talked to 
him and tried to encourage him. 
I told 
him that if his prospects were not good 
now, they might be better ; but he said no, 
he didn’t see any prospect; he wanted to 
die and he wanted me to go with him. 
This was on Monday evening, December 
13th. 
W e were married by Justice Joa- 
chimsen at the City Hall, San Francisco. 
I reckon th at’s the name. 
I knew of my 
hue'oaud taking poison once before—only 
once. 
This was at the Russ House, la3t 
Friday morning, about half-past 3 or -1 
o’clock. 
It was laudanum, and we both 
took it together, the same as we did here. 
We both commenced to vomit then, and 
vomited all day Friday. 
I t didn’t seem to 
make us drowsy. 
He was not despondent 
at all, except when talking about money 
matters. 
Now that he has gone, I don’t 
think that I will take any more. 


HE NEVER THREATENED ME. 
He did not point a pistol at me and never 
used a harsh word in any way, shape or 
form. 
He talked the other way—he tried 
to persuade me to go with him. 
I have 
been acquainted with him a year and a 
h alf; I had been married before for thir­ 
teen years ; my former husband got a di­ 
vorce from ine ; the divorce was granted 
last Wednesday a week ago. 
The trouble 
with my former husband arose in regard to 
this man. 
I heard this man speak of sui­ 
cide once before we were mairied ; two 
months before ; I suppose he wanted to 
kill himself because he had no money. 
W e registered at the Russ House as man 
and wile before we were married. 
I don’t 
know anything about this man’s family ex­ 
cept th at he said his parents lived in En­ 
gland ami were very wealthy. 
These two 
vials are the ones we had ; they were both 
full. 
I saw him h a v e the pistol shown by 
the Coroner. 
H e never used it to intim ­ 
idate me. 
I knew what he was getting the 
last vial of laudanum for ; I knew nothing 
about his getting the first v ia l; I knew he 
got it Saturday morning. 
The witness was visibly affected while 
giving her testimony. 
The physician wfjp attended deceased 
and the druggist from whom the laudanum 
was purchased were sworn, but testified to 
nothing different to what is contained in 
the above, and after a short consultation 
the jury returned a verdict that the de­ 
ceased was a 'native of England, aged 27 
years, and he came to his death by an 
overdose of laudanum, administered by hiB 
own hand with Buicidal intent.

His family consisted of a wife and daugh­ 
ter two years old. 
On Saturday night two 
men, giving the names of M etter, called 
and asked to stay all night. 
The evening 
being so disagreeable they were perm itted 
to remain and occupy a bed in the same 
room with the family, it being the only 
one where there was a fire. 
About 11 
o'clock flames from the little cottage a t­ 
tracted the neighbors, w ho found the house 
so far consumed that nothing could be done 
toward saving it. 
It was the impression 
that 
the 
family 
had 
absented 
them ­ 
selves for the night, but in the debris 
was 
found the crisp and charred re­ 
mains of the little family. 
Excited in­ 
dignation 
took 
full 
sway, 
and 
an 
investigation developed the above. Search 
was at once made for the two men, and it 
was found th at they had separated, one 
going towards Aberdeen, the other direct 
to Polo. 
The posse that went in pursuit of 
the Aberdeen-bound man were successful, 
flnding him hid in a tield six miles from 
Aberdeen. 
La3t night he was returned to 
the scene, when he told the following 
s tc ry : 
“ W e wanted money. 
W e were 
permitted to remain over night, and laid 
awake after 
retiring until 
the heavy 
breathing of the family satisfied us of their 
slumbers, when we arose, administered 
chloroform to them, rifled the house of 
valuables, consisting of §27, a watch, suit 
of clothes and a pair of boots. 
We then 
scattered cotton over the floor and on the 
bed, saturated it with coal oil, set it on 
lire 
and 
left.” 
The 
horror-stricken 
crowd, 
composed of 
twenty-five 
reso­ 
lute 
men, 
determined 
th at 
the 
devil 
should 
be 
punished 
with 
his 
own weapon, and pinioned him with pine 
splinters artistically arranged around him, 
dispensed with chloroform and set him 
ablaze. 
A diligent search is being made 
for the other man, who will doubtless share 
the same' fate if caught.

EXAMINATION FOR BIGAMY. 


Commencement of Prelim inary Examina­ 
tion Before Judge Denson. 


The examination of the case of George E. 
Landes upon the charge of bigamy was com­ 
menced yesterday before Judge Denson, sit­ 
ting as examining magistrate. Win. J. Da­ 
vis, official Court reporter, was appointed to 
take the testimony. 
The prccvedicgs com­ 
menced at 10 A. M., and continued through 
the day, with a large audience present. The 
prosecution was conducted by Clinton L. 
White, D. E. Alexander and District Attor­ 
ney Buckley, and the defense by Jones & 
Martin. 
The complaint is sworn to by Alice H. 
To wnsend, and in brief charges that the defend­ 
ant under a marriage or supposed marriage be­ 
fore a Justice of the Peace, in 1879, became 
the husband of her sister, Mrs. Julia A. 
Finn, and lived with her and treated her as 
his wife until August 5, 1880, when he mar­ 
ried one Emma Hack, with whom be has 
since lived. 
WiD, E. Gerber, County Recorder, was 
first called to the stand, and produced a 
record of the marriage of the defendant, Geo. 
E. Landes, to Jli-s Emma Hack on the 5th 
day of August, 1S80. Tho defense admit­ 
ted the marriage,. 
• 
Julia A. Lrjides ( therwise Mrs. Julia 
Finn) testified: She,said her name was Julia 
A. Landes ; that she was the wife of the de­ 
fendant. 
She had known him some over a 
year. Became acquainted with him at the 
house of his sister, Mrs. A. H. McDonald. 
She wa3 working there. 
The defendant’s counsel here interposed 
an objection to the witness testifying, _upon 
the ground that if she was, as she claimed, 
the wife of the defendant, she could no t testify 
against him without his consent. 
The Ci urt overruled the objection upon 
the ground that there was as yet no proof that 
witness was the wife of the defendant, and it 
was already in evidence that another woman 
was his wife. 
The witness then resumed her testimony 
and stated that on a Sunday in November, 
1S79, Mr. Landes came to Air. McDonald’s 
hou.-.e. They were engaged prior to this time. 
She asked him to go out with her to her 
mother’s near the American river bridge. 
He consented to go, but as 
HIS FRIENDS OBJECTED 
To his keeping her company, he would meet 
her at Ea^t Park. 
She walked to the Paik 
accompanied by her little daughter by a for­ 
mer busbaud, and her sisters, and was there 
joined by Air. Landes. They went out to­ 
gether to her mother’s, and after remaining a 
time there he came back to town and got a 
livery horse and buggy and returned to 
take her out ridiug.

got back there. 
They rode 
out 
Thirty-first 
street to 
a place he 
said 
was 
Brighton.

passing 
by a house there. Mr. Landes said there was 
«'here Justice Foster lived, and suggested 
that they go in and get married. 
She re­ 
plied. “ All right; if it suits you it does me.” 
ile got out and hitched the horse, and they 
went in. There were in the house the man 
Mr. Landes stated was Justice Foster and 
two other men, and two women besides 
herself. 
ALr. Landes did not introduce her. 
She did not know just what conversation 
took place between Air. Laudes and the rest, 
as her child was worrying aud she had to take 
care of it. 
While there they stcod up side by 
side, joined hands, were asked by the Justice 
if each took the other to be husband and 
wife; she replied in the affirmative, but does 
not remember what Mr. Landes said. The Jus­ 
tice then pronounced them husband and wife. 
They remained a short time, aDd theis came 
away. She heard nothing said about a cer­ 
tificate of marriage while there. Air. Landes 
had no wedding-ring then, but gave her one 
as such afterwards. She exhibited a gold 
ring, which was upon her finger, to the Court, 
and said that was the one. 
On the way 
home he enjoined her to keep this marriage a 
profound secret, as his folks were so opposed 
to their marriage, and would, perhaps, pre­ 
vent him from getting a school if they knew 
it. They continued, to the eyes of the outside 
world, tolive apart as before, butspent frequent 
days 
together, 
aud 
occasionally nights. 
She remained fora time at Airs. McDonald’s, 
aud Air. Landes frequently occupied an ad­ 
joining room to hers, sleeping with his young 
nephew. 
Sometime after they had been married, 
she was talking with him 
as to 
what 
evidence she had to show that they were 
married, since it had not been published, and 
they were keeping it a secret. 
He replied 
that he had a 
MARRIAGE CERTIFICATE, 
And afterwards handed it to her. 
(It is the 
same one of which a copy has heretofore 
been published in the Record*Union. ) When 
be gave her this she was satisfied, and kept it. 
Alter leaving Mrs. AIcDonald’s she lived 
with her three sisters, over P. H. Russell’s 
grocery, on J street, and subsequently in the 
second story of J. P. Gilman’s residence, on 
K, b; tween Twelfth and Thirteenth streets. 
Her sisters were employed ia stores and 
printing offices down town, and she kept 
house for them. During this time Air. Lan e < 
would come during the day and remain with 
her while she was alone, and considered and 
treated each other as husband and wife. For 
a time prior to Mr. Landes’ marriage to Miss 
Hack witness’ sisters knew that she was 
married to defendant. She told them so, 
but owing to their keeping it secret from 
Other* they did not openly live together. On 
the night of the 4th day of August last he 
remained with her all night, and on the next 
day he married AIi»s Hack and immediately 
went to near Woodland to teach school. She 
had no knowledge at the time of his marriage 
to Miss Hack, and when she heard of it she 
wrote him about it but got no reply. She 
wrote him again in an exasperated and 
threatening manner, which he answered and 
told her not to do anything rash ; that there 
wa3 no truth in the report of his marriage, 
and that he would come back and visit her 
on the Saturday following. He came, ana 
entirely denied all about any marriige with 
Ali-s Hack, but said that he had allowed them 
to use his name in publishing the mar 
riage notice of himself and Aliss Hack 
in 
order 
to save 
the 
girl; 
that 
he 
was not present at the so called mar­ 
riage, and that they must have U6td a 
dummy or had his picture stuck up when the 
marriage took place ; that he farther said he 
did not even have a license. She believed 
his statement. He returned to his echorl and 
they corresponded with each other, he ad­ 
dressing her as hi3 wife. 
She testified that 
while he was there teaching she had a child, 
born of this union, and that after this Mr. 
Landes called upon her twice, and on one oc­ 
casion 
HE KI8SED THE BABY. 
Soon after this he ceased his attentions to 
her, but she could not believe there was any­ 
thing in the Hack-girl marriage until she 
we, t over to his school and saw him. 
[All 
testimony as to what occurred at that time 
was excluded, as it is the subject of investi­ 
gation in another Court.] She said her re­ 
lations with Mr. Landes were characterized 
with Btrict propriety to the time of their 
marriage at Brighton. 
Dr. J. E. Oatman was the next witness, 
aud testified that on August 4, 1880, George 
E. Landes called upon him at his office and 
stated that he was going out of town to teach 
school, and that he (Mr. Landes) wished him 
t:> attend to the illness of hia wife, which 
would occur during his absence. He stated 
to the doctor about the time his services 
would probably be needed. The dactor asued 
his name, and he told him, and said: “ You 
know my wife—she that was Mrs. Julia 
Finn ;” and he replied that he did. 
He »Ibo 
told the doctor that his wife would be up that 
afternoon and get a prescription. 
She came, 
and he prescribed for her and charged it to 
Mr. Landes. 
His books show it to have been 
ou the 4th day of August, 1880. He after­ 
ward attended her in October, as he promised 
Mr. Landes he would. 
. 
Alice H. Townsend testified that she was 
sister of Mrs. Julia A. Landes. 
Has^ known 
defendant Landes since October, 18i9. He 
stated to her several times that he and 
her sie’er were married. Saw Air. Landes at 
the printing office on Third street just before 
he went to Woodland; came in there and 
gave her a box of medicine to give to Julia 
He also said, “ I am going away, Alice, and 
will write her, but will direct my letters to 
you.” A package of letters were shown her, 
which were directed to Alice II. Townsend, 
which she said were letters received by her 
sister from Mr. Landes. The letters were 
delivered at the house and received by her 
sister. She told her sister he was going to so 
direct bis letters. She considered him her 
brother-in-law. He came and remained over 
night with her sister the night before Mr. 
Landes went to Woodland to teach school. 
An autograph album was shown witness in 
which was written : 
“ SISTER JENNIE.” 
“ Heaven is not reached at a single hound, 
But we build the ladder by which we rise 
From the lowly birth to the vaulted skies. 
Anti we mount to its summit round by round.” 
August S, 1880. 
ó. E. L. 
That is the album of my half sister, Aliss 
.tennis Cowen. Mr. Landes wrote this. I 
saw him write it one evening. Mr. Landes 
always said he did not want his folks to know 
they were married until he bad taught school 
and earned money so they could go away and 
live. 
He said bis folks objected to hia mar­ 
rying her, and so he wished to keep it from 
them ; that was the reason, as I understood 
it, whv he directed his letters to me. 
On oDe 
occasion when Mr. Landes was at our house 
and my Bister was feeling badly, he remarked 
to her, “ Well, when you get well we will 
take our babies and go to Arizona ^ and start 
a printing office, and take yeu, Alice, along, 
to be forelady.”

, 
Emma Wixon identified the album above 
referred to. and testified that she saw him 
write the verse quoted. 


Mrs. J. P. Gilman testified that Mrs. Fir.n 
and sisters formerly lived at her house. 
Mr. 
Landes frequently called and visited Airs. 
Finn at ber room. She told her they were 
secretly married. Saw him come to see her 
twice after her child was born. 
Airs. Nelson King testified that Airs. Finn 
and sisters lived in the same house with her. 
They lived there from the fall of 1879 until 
last June, and Air. Landes came everyday, 
or nearly, and went to Aire. Finn’s room. He 
would come in the morning, and in the after­ 
noon and evening. 
Alisa Jennie Gowen—Am sister of Julia A. 
Finn. Have known George E. Landes about 
a year- 
O'j one occasion 1 h id the marriage 
certificate in my band, aqd I asked him if 
that was the time tLey were married, and he 
said it was. 
She identified the certificate in 
evidence as the one referred to at the time. 
He at other times referred to their marriage 
in my hearing. She identified the album and 
writing, iu which witness is addressed as 
“ Sister Jennie.” Shortly after the notice ap­ 
peared in the paper of Air. Landes’s marriage 
to Aliss Hack, he was at our house and de­ 
nied that he was mairied to Aliss Hack, and 
said he was not married to any one but my 
sister Julia, formerly Julia A. Finn. He 
came to the house once or twice after my sis­ 
ter's child was born in October. We regarded 
Mr. Landes as Julia’s husband, and he re­ 
mained at times all night with her. 
She re­ 
membered distinctly his doing so two or three 
times. 
J. P. Gilman testified that Airs. Finn and 
sisters lived in part of his house from 1st of 
June to 1st of December this year. Tbesisters 
were at work iu different parts of the city, 
and Julia kept the house.

called frequently, and went to Airs. Landes's 
room; thiuk I saw him go there at least 
twenty-five times. 
He came during the day.

if he weut, and he was going anyhow. I told 
him he had better not; that I thought be had 
got enough now on his hands and referred to 
her that was Julia A. Finn, as I supposed 
from what I had heard they were married, 
and he replied, “ 0 ’n, that is not expected to 
last long.” One night I was visiting the placa 
where Mrs. Finn lived and Air. Landes was 
there and the child cried, and Mr. Landes 
said, “ Gome to your papa,” aud as I had 
heard he was married to her I supposed, of 
course, lie was. 
He called the child Ira. 
This was last J uly. 
He never told me he was 
married to her, nor did she tell me so. 
I 
heard it outside.

The T roub le In Irela n d . 
L o n d o n , December 21st.—Lord Randolph 
Churchill, the leader of the Fourth-party 
movement, who is striking out boldly since 
Lord Sali.sbmy took him up, made a speech 
yesterday, at Preston, denouncing the im­ 
becility of the Government in dealing with 
the Irish difficulty. He declared that Mr. 
Gladstone’s Government on assuming power 
had been advised by all the authorities in 
Ireland to adopt, from the outset, a policy of 
coercion, and that by neglecting this advice 
the Government had caused and was re­ 
sponsible for the present state of chaos in the 
island. His father, the Duke of Malborough, 
when Lord Lieutenant, would never have 
consented to be responsible for the orderly 
government of Ireland, if Lord Beaconsfield 
had not armed him with special powers. 
AFRAID TO REMAIN. 
The Marquis of Landsdown, one of the 
heaviest Irish land owners, has abandoned 
his intention of spending the winter íh Ire­ 
land, in consequence of the condition of the 
country. 
The decision of the Empress of 
Austria definitely giviug up her hunting box 
in Ireland is due to reports of the agitators. 
ANOTHER ASSASSINATION. 
A tenant farmer named Miller, while re­ 
turning from Ballenrode M aiket iast night, 
was fired upon by six men concealed behind a 
wall, on the road to Mallymount. 
He died 
immediately, all the bullets taking effect. 
It 
is thought that the murder originated in a 
land dispute. 
No arrests have yet been made 
in connection with the affair. 
ANTI-LAND LEAGUE DEMONSTRATION. 
An enthusiastic demonstration by Orange­ 
men and Protestant farmers took place yes­ 
terday at Colerain, County Londonderry, at. 
which resolutions were passed energetically 
denouncing the Land League agitation and 
tlie inaction of the Government relative to 
affairs in Ireland. 
ORDERS TO CONSTABULART. 
A circular was issued to day to the Irish 
constabulary directing them to exert the ut­ 
most vigilance in protecting the bailiffs who 
are engaged in preventing the return of 
evicted tenants. 
The authorities are, also, 
stirring up the County Inspectors, to whom a 
circular has been issued, saying that the fact 
that armed parties committing outrages at 
night are never met by the patrols, is difficult 


t o understand. Ti e Inspectors are plainly 
given to understand that they must ascertain 
and report where the fault lies.

I t is probable, how­ 
ever, that the appearance of British troops 
at Heidelberg will be followed by the dis­ 
persion of the Boers to their homes.

two regiments of foot and a battalion of rifles. 
At Natal there Í3 a fine trustworthy force of 
Natal mounted rifles. There are two troops 
of dragoons also at Natal. Transvaal and 
Natal have also a force of artillery.

derstand that Sir George Pomeroy Colley is 
advancing into the Transvaal with a force of 
artillery and ir.fantry from Natal.

lieve there is no reason to doubt that the 
Government of Transvaal is provided with 
sufficient force to encounter the opposition.

MORE 
INSANITY. 


Remarkable Affidavit 
in 
the 
Case of 
Wheeler, the Strangler. 
[San Francisco Alta, December 21st. J 
The case of George A. Wheeler, the self­ 
confessed murderer of his sister-in-law, 
Adelia J. Tillson, wa3 called in Depart­ 
ment No. 12, of the Superior Court, yes­ 
terday morning. 
On behalf of the accused, 
an attorney made a motion for a continu­ 
ance, and subm itted his own affidavit in 
support of the motion, in which is con­ 
tained a statem ent alleged to have been 
made by Mrs. W heeler, defendant’s wife. 
Mrs. W heeler’s alleged statem ent ia to the 
effect that she married Wheeler about ten 
years ago, and lived with him ever since, 
up to the time of the commission of the 
crime charged. 
She further states that 
she is acquainted with a number of the de­ 
fendant’s relatives, and has frequently 
heard them say that other members of the 
family were deranged, and to the best of 
her belief insanity is hereditary in his 
family. 
She has heard the defendant and 
others speak of an accident which befell 
him some years before she formed his ac­ 
quaintance, at which time his skull was 
fractured and his head otherwise injured by 
being attacked by an infuriated ox, so that 
he lay in an unconscious condition for over 
two weeks, and suffered with pain in his 
head ever since. 
The affidavit further 
states that deponent believes Mrs. W heeler 
is influenced by and under complete con­ 
trol of the Young Women’s Christian As­ 
sociation of San Francisco, and th at the 
members of said association have per­ 
suaded Mrs. W heeler to remain silent as 
to any facts within her knowledge, and to 
refrain from any act th at would or might 
tend to benefit the defendant, and on the 
other hand are using their influence against 
the defendant. 
Deponent further states 
that Mrs. W heeler informed him th a t she 
was almoBt destitute, and dependent on 
said association, and th at said association 
threatened to withdraw their assistance 
should she visit or have any relations with 
the defendant. 
The affidavit further sets 
forth th at deponent purposes to move the 
Court to grant a commission to take the 
testimony of the relatives of the defendant 
in the East. 
On this showing and affi­ 
davit the trial of the case was continued to 
January 24th, and peremptorily set for 
that day.
